PORTERVILLE - Damage 
resulting from February storms 
was estimated at ‘$192,600 
within the city of Porterville at 
an adjourned meeting of the 
Porterville city council Tuesday 
night; flood damage in Tulare 
county is now being estimated at 
$35-$40 million, however, 
Agricultural Commissioner Elvin 


O. Mankins points out that it. 


will be many months before an 
accurate damage figure can be 
established for agriculture. 

In Porterville, 110 families 
were evacuated; 133 houses were 
under water; 94 houses had 
water inside; and 98 garages had 
water in them. Total structural 
damage to residences is 
estimated at $110,100; to 
household goods, $40,000; to 
businesses, not including loss of 
revenue, $42, 500. 

Flood damage e was greatest in

the northern part of Porterville, 
and in Ice Cream flat, and to 
some extent in the Rancho 
Rinconado subdivision. 

Damage to city streets is 
estimated at $19,045, with total 
cost’ to the city for flood control 
activities, equipment costs and 
repair of damage to public 
property estimated in excess of 
$60,000. This does not include 
damage to the city sewage 
disposal plant. The city water 
system sustained no damage. 

As for Tulare county, from 
8,500 to 9,000 families were 
affected by flood waters; 
damage to homes was estimated 
at $1,275,000 to $1,350,000; to 
household goods, from 
$1,062,500 to $1,125,000, plus 
road damage and agricultural 
land damage.

' Kaweah and Success reservoir,” 


is felt by farmers according to 


report for the week ending 
March 10 from the office of 


County Agricultural 
Commissioner Elvin O. Mankins, 

“There are hundreds of farms 
with established plantings that 
have required years of work and 


large investments, thousands of 


homes, businesses and people 
between the enormous snow 
pack and Tulare lake, and the 
surrounding low lands,”’ Mankins 
points out. 

This situation is getting the 
attention of army and bureau of 
reclamation engineers, as well as 
city officials, county supervisors, 
and state and national 
legislators. 

On crop conditions, Mankins 
reports that picking of enough 
Navel oranges to fill the prorate 
was “no problem,” however, 
grade-out was heavy because of 
the long wet spell. 

Grain fields that have good 
drainage are looking much better 
since the weather warmed up for 

‘a few days, Mankins says, but 
fields in undrained areas are 
yellow, and some will be a 
complete loss. 


There has been no work in 


field crops, but fields are 
beginning to dry out; sugar beet 
growth is slow and fields are 
getting weedy; most tomato 
growers were able to start 
planting again; range cattlemen 
are continuing feeding since 
grass has been growing slowly 
and is low in food value.
